such undertaking. Through the speed-up 
and other like methods, they are preparing 
for further unemployment. It is they—the 
rich—who should foot the bill for the con- 
tinued long list of those who are compelled 
to hold WPA jobs or to submit to starvation. 


Trade unions can take alarm at once, 
at what is afoot in Washington. This 
Rooseveltian double-cross of the unem- 
ployed is a direct thrust at union organi- 
zation, injuring the possibilities of organ- 
izing the unorganized and of raising wage 
levels. 


Let the trade unions hammer at the 
door of the Senate with the demand that 
“Nobody shall be put off WPA until a job 
at union wages is provided.“ Let them re- 
mind Roosevelt, in no uncertain terms, of 
the promises which he made on this sub- 
ject. 


Have the Hearsts and the Liberty 


. Peaguers, after all, found the little back 


door to the White House, which Roosevelt 
at Madison Square Garden said did not 
exist ? 


Another Smokescreen for 
Fascist Intervention 


Both Hitler and Mussolini have finally 
replied to the note sent abroad by Great 
Britain allegedly calling for nonintervention 
in Spain. 


With the blandest hypocrisy, these two 
reply that “they are willin’” if others are. 
This is, of course, a characteristic fascist 
diplomatic gesture which does not prevent 
Hitler and Mussolini from continuing to. pour 
troops and supplies into Spain in their ef- 
fort to plant the heel of fascism on the Span- 
ish people. 

As for Great Britain, it has been con- 
sistently sabotaging the proposals contain- 
ing really practical measures for noninten- 
vention submitted to the International Non- 
intervention Committee by the Soviet dip- 
lomat, Litvinov. 


As for Premier Blum of France, he has 
been falling in with the sabotaging policy 
of the British Cabinet, a policy which does 
the greatest harm to Spanish democracy. 

That Hitler’s and Mussolini’s latest ges- 
tures on nonintervention only mask the pol- 
icy of continued aid to the fascist General 
Franco is apparent even to such a paper as 
the New York Herald Tribune, which notes 
that these proposals “are so skillfully worded 
that the two powers supporting the fascist 
rebels assume no responsibility which would 
endanger the success of the great fascist of- 
fensive by which Franco is striving to win 
an immediate victory.” 


Litvinov proposed, in reply to Britain’s 
call for nonintervention, more than seven 
weeks ago, that the Soviet Union 1) is im- 
mediately willing to enter into an agreement 
that will establish joint international con- 
trol for the observance of nonintervention; 
2) that such control should be immediately 
effective, and 8) that all countries should 


take responsibility for reporting all acts of 
intervention. 


These honest proposals have been before 
the Nonintervention Committee and the
